Let’s Do the Work Ourselves 


Why not a municipal paving outfit for the city of Ada, 
under the direct management of th<r commissioner of 
public works? 
In other words, why not do our own 
paving, eliminating all the contractor’s profits and other 
fees which must be paid out when the work is done by 
someone else for us? In this way, and in this way alone, 
can the cost of paving be reduced here for a period of 
years, as the costs of materials and labor is not going 
to drop to any extent worth mentioning. 


The new department could be created by the city 
commissioners, and the work could be taken up from 
where it stands right now and parried through. 
The 
commissioners have complied with the law in voting for 
The paving. Our banks right here at home will furnish 
the money on the warrants to be issued against the prop­ 
erty affected for doing the work, an outfit can be bought 
and maintained by the city, 4 force of workers employed 
under the direction of a paving expert, and the work 
done by ourselves. 


“That's our idea exactly,” said Bat Roach, one of the 
committeemen delegated by a meeting of property own­ 
ers last Friday night to wait upon the News, “and we 
feel sure that everyone who was at the meeting last night 
will back up the city to the limit if it will adopt the 
plan.” 


The committee was sent to the News to “explain” the 
position of the property owners who oppose the present 
plan for paving. The committee was informed that the 
Ada Evening News stands for every improvement which 
I 
promises to redound to the city’s benefit. The News is 
for paving all of the streets, because such a move will 
pull us out of the country village class. We are for pav­ 
ing, and favor the plan for doing the work ourselves. If 
that cannot be, however, we are for having the work 
done. 


It was suggested that the committee call another 
meeting of the property owners, invite the city officials 
and the press to be present and participate, and all work 
together to thresh out the problem in the best possible 
way. The plan met with the instant approval of the com­ 
mittee. 


' 
“We are not opposed to paving* or to any other move 
for the betterment of Ada, but we do believe that a 
better way can be found for doing the work,” Mr. Roach 
declared. An agreement could be reached at the meet­ 
ing resulting in the withdrawal of the injunction pro­ 
ceedings. 
It is of no use to herr^ and haw over the matter. Let 
all who favor paving get together and work but the b 
method of going at it. The city-owned paving plant should 
solve the problem once and for all. And when the work 
is completed, the outfit could be used for keeping the 
paving in good shape and making repairs, it would be 
a worth-while investment.
